HOW IT WORKS 


The outer frame with plug holes is stationary. The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.)

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Homage to King Corn. 


HICAGO’S Corn Exposition, which will con- 
tinue throughout next week, is properly 
spoken of as the “greatest tribute ever offered 
a cereal in the history of the human race.” It 
is, so far as our OWN experience goes, and we are

“Aye, the corn, the royal corn, within whose yellow 
heart there is of health and strength for all the 
nations.” 

Corn has produced so many millions of wealth, is 
such an important factor in the country’s prosperity, 
is so closely linked with the history of this continent 
and is still today a cog of such strength in the wheels 
of our commerce, internal and external, that the 
homage it is receiving is no more than its due. 





Listens Well, But 


CURIOUS feature of the bulletins issued peri- 
odically by the Pure Food Department of the 
State of Pennsylvania is their short editorials, 
paragraphs on subjects concerning food manu- 
facturers and handlers. These editorials are usually 
expressions of opinion of the Commissioner on this 
or that in relation to food purity or the enforcement 
of the Pennsylvania law, or else bits of advice to deal- 
ers in food products. 

Here is a rather striking example of what these 





paragraphs are like: 

The head of the family owes it to the children whom he 
is rearing to make his purchases of articles of food or drink 
from dealers whom he can trust. He will have little trouble 
in finding such. He should be personally acquainted with 
his milkman and should know considerable about that milk- 
man’s business. He has a right to know. He ought to be 
familiar with the sources of the milkman’s milk supply. He 
ought to know about the surroundings of the dairy, the con- 
dition of the cows, the methods under which they are cared 
for anl all things needful to give him a pretty clear notion 
of the condition of the milk consumed by his children and the 
other members of his family. 

The impracticability of this is obvious. It sounds 
alright, this Food Commissioner’s advice, but clearly 
it is a theory which won’t work. 

It would be fine if every head of a family knew the 


is Impracticable. 


origin of his milk supply, likewise the source of all 
foods consumed by the family—but how on earth is 
a man to do it nowadays? He can’t. It’s utterly 
impossible for him to have absolute knowledge of such 
things under modern conditions of manufacturing and 
life. 

The local meat dealer no longer, barring a few ex- 
ceptional cases, kills his own beeves or sheep or hogs; 
the dairymen in the cities rarely distribute milk pro- 
duced by their own herds ; the canned goods, preserves, 
jams, etc., are in the main the products of large estab- 
lishments, and the head of a family rarely has personal 
knowledge concerning their origin. All of a man’s 
time would be required to familiarize himself with the 
sources of supply and the conditions at such sources, 
of the various articles of food consumed by the family, 
while even then he would almost certainly fail in his 
efforts to obtain absolute knowledge regarding the 
origin of the foods to be eaten. 

The canned goods supply need cause nobody worry. 
The canners can be trusted to pack pure, wholesome 
products. The family head who puts his trust in the 
honesty of canned goods, the purest of manufactured 
foods, will not be disappointed nor will the health of 
the members of his family be endangered. 


Cleanliness in Canneries. 


N no season in the past was so much attention 
given to the securing of sanitation in canning 
factories as in 1907. The pure food agitation 
combined with the advice of leading thinkers 
in the industry resulted in drawing more universal 
attention to the matter of cleanliness in food packing 
establishments, so that there is no doubt about the 
present year’s pack of canned goods having been made 
under more favorable conditions as regards sanita- 
tion than in any previous year. There is evidence in 
support of this assertion. It is beyond dispute that 
canners took more precautions to secure cleanliness 
both inside and outside, in the immediate vicinity, of 
their factories. Slops and waste products were more 
quickly, and altogether satisfactorily, disposed of by 
an increased number of packers as compared with 
other seasons. 

Next year the reform will be continued ; still further 
Progress will be made, until within a reasonable time 
the canning of fruits and vegetables will be carried

cism. The start has been made. 
to the importance of perfect cleanliness. They know 
that it pays direct pecuniary returns. They know 


that greater cleanliness in all classes of food-produc- 
ing plants is demanded by consumers, and it is a 
gratifying fact that already a good beginning has been 
made toward complying with it. There is reason to 
anticipate that next season a large number of can- 
neries will adopt devices and ideas, the use of which 
will promote sanitation in their plants.

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CANNED GOODS MARKET 
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Canned goods bears have all run to cover. The feeling 
on everything is extremely strong. The country keeps right 
on absorbing enormous quantities of goods, making a demand 
of such volume that the buying itself forces values upward. 
This applies especially to tomatoes, on which returns from 
packing points show that the Western States have produced 
in smaller quantity than expected, while there is scarcely 
any doubt at all now from the very best information obtain- 
able, that the pack in Baltimore and surrounding country 
will be larger by a goodly margin than in 1906, though, as 
we have said before, the requirements of the country will 
take care of all the goods produced this season. Packing of 
tomatoes has continued both East and West during the week 
reviewed, and in most localities over the country, and will 
continue at least through the present week. This is true of 
the West, while so far as Maryland, Delaware and New 
Jersey are concerned, prospects for a large tomato pack are 
better than they were two weeks ago, when those States ex- 
perienced a spell of very unfavorable weather. 

The reports on the Baltimore market are more than 
usually interesting. “Heavy buying of tomatoes con- 
tinued up to the close of business today,” says a re- 
port received the first of this week from a leading 
Baltimore City commission firm, “and it certainly 
looks like there is a strong market for them ahead of 
us. It might be beneficial for all concerned if there 
should be a breathing spell to enable jobbers and 
brokers to straighten out the orders already booked, 
but while the buying fever is on it must work itself 
out. The entire country east of the Missouri has 
again been buying here in large quantities all this 
week, and at full prices, and offerings made in the 
morning are taken before the day closes.” Equally 
interesting is the following report from another lead- 
ing brokerage concern at Baltimore: “The market 
has advanced over last week’s quotations. Despite 
the higher prices, buying is good and it is not an easy 
matter to fill orders. The past two or three weeks 
have certainly been remarkable ones. It is doubtful 
if we have ever had such an interesting or exciting 
market.” Packing is still going on, though the glut 


seems to be over. A peculiar thing about the situa- 
tion is the limited offerings. There has been some 
good heavy packing in this section during the past 
month, but there certainly are not many goods being 
offered. As far as Baltimore City proper is con- 
cerned, there is hardly a packer today who is an 
anxious seller of tomatoes; in fact, most of them are 
out of the market entirely. With all this excitement, 
there is hardly any doubt but what the tomato market 
ought to be thoroughly sound; no old goods carried 
over, and a short pack in the west ought to be a pretty 
good, strong combination to make a healthy market.” 

We have news from Aberdeen, Md., stating that 
there are numerous cancellations of orders for cans, 
and this, of course, has but one meaning, that the 
packers concerned failed to get the quantity of to- 
matoes they had expected to put up. The season in 
that important packing section of Maryland is prac- 
tically over. Some of the houses have already stopped 
and operations will cease in the others, we are ad- 
vised, within a very few days. 

While the western corn pack as a whole is short as 
compared with last year, and very heavily short of 
1905 and 1904, it will be some time before accurate 
figures are available. In accordance with its custom, 
THE CANNER will compile and publish statistics rela- 
tive to the year’s canned goods pack, as usual in- 
cluding corn. It will be near the end of the year, 
however, before the work can be completed; but the 
Western Packers’ Canned Goods Association will 
hold a meeting in Chicago today, and no doubt the 
reports submitted will be sufficiently comprehensive 
to give one a much better idea of the result of the 
season’s operations on corn. 

Tomatoes— 


Quite a good amount of business has been done dur- 
ing the week in Eastern tomatoes on the basis general- 
ly of 87% per doz., f. 0. b. Baltimore. The trades are 
on Maryland goods, as very few Western packers are 
offering tomatoes. On the contrary, there will be a 
large number of Indiana canners who will make short

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deliveries. We have heard of several this week who 
will be unable to deliver in full, 80 per cent being the 
average. Occasional offerings of very small lots of 
Indiana tomatoes are reported, at 95 and 9734c f. o. b. 
factory. 

New York advices note a strong and high market 
for tomatoes. One report says it is doubtful if pack- 
ers will accept less than goc f. o. b. for full standard 
3s, and that some buyers have found their efforts to 


make purchases on a basis of 87%c unfruitful. Balti- 
more reports an active and very strong market, 


quoting full standard 3s at goc f. o. b., 87%c f. o. b. 
Peninsula; standard 10s, $3.00 f. o. b. Baltimore; 
$2.85 f. o. b. Peninsula factory, for later shipment. 
Advices from Maryland interior note transactions in 
No. 3 standards on the basis of goc, and say that 7o0c 
is now the lowest offering on standard 2s, with a 
possibility of a higher market in the near future. 
Corn— 

Standard Western corn, Iowa, Indiana, Ohio, has 
been offered this week at 6732 and 70c per doz., f. 0. b. 
factory. Sales have been made on the basis of the 
former figure, or equal to 72% at 75c per doz., 
delivered Chicago, but 70c is bottom with many West- 
ern canners, while some are asking more money, 72% 
and 75c factory for standard. 

THE CANNER’s private advices on the New York 
market indicate a firmer feeling on corn. The per- 
centage of deliveries by different Maine packers 
varies considerably, and the State corn pack is even 
shorter than was anticipated, this opinion being based 
on positive reports of shortages from important mem- 
bers of the New York State canning fraternity. New 
York appears to be entirely out of it so far as further 
offerings are concerned. As regards percentage of 
deliveries of Maine corn, we refer readers to the let- 
ter in this issue from our special correspondent at 
Portland. In Baltimore corn has been more active, 
and the market is strong. No. 2 Harford County 
standard is quoted f. o. b. there at 70c to 72%c, No. 2 
standard Maine style at 72%c, net cash. No. 2 stand- 
ard shoepeg at 80c, less discount. 

Peas— 

The story of spot peas is getting to be an old one. 
There is a scarcity which is becoming more marked as 
each week odd lots here and there are cleaned up. 
This will continue until the few goods left in packers’ 
hands are entirely cleaned up, as the demand is not 
going to be satisfied. As regards future peas, a hand- 
ful of scattered Western packers have announced 
prices, as previously stated in THE CANNER, and these 
have made considerable sales, but only a very few 
Wisconsin canners have quoted and the others seem 
disinclined to do so for the present. 

New York reports continued inquiry for peas in 
the face of the prevailing scarcity of this article. The 
market there is very firm, as it is also at Baltimore, 
where stocks are growing smaller. 

Spinach- 

Spinach is in small compass, and a good deal of 

inquiry for small lots is noted. Our last advice

Apples— 


The market on apples continues strong, and the 
interest of buyers keeps up. Our latest advices on the 
New York market quote No. 10 standard apples a 
$3.20 f. o. b. factory, State packing. No. 10 standard 
Michigan apples are quoted f. o. b. factory at the same 
figure. 


Fruits— 


There is an extremely firm market on everything in 
the canned fruit line, and the offerings are exceedingly 
light, and naturally under the marked scarcity of stock 
values have an advancing tendency. The California 
market is in the same condition as a week ago. There 
are very light offerings of southern peaches. The 
packing season is about over. Quotations at Baltimore 
are $1.95 for No. 3 unpeeled pies, $4.50 for No: 10, 
It is needless to add anything to what was said in our 
last issue in regard to Michigan peaches, packing of 
which is very light this year, with the end of the season 
near at hand. Notwithstanding high prices Michigan 
peaches have been in good demand by the jobbers. 
No. 10 unpeeled pies are quoted at $4.10, f. o. b. 
factory. We hear $1.90 per doz. quoted on No. 2% 
peeled yellow Michigan pie peaches, $1.50 on No. 2% 
unpeeled, $5.50 on No. 10 peeled yellow pies f. o. b, 
factory. There has also been a good demand for 
Michigan plums. Some quotations are $1.35 for No. 
2% Lombard in 20-degree syrup, $1.45 on No. 2% 
standard Michigan plums in 10-degree syrup, $3.50 on 
No. 10 standard Michigan p!ums in water, f. o. b. 
factory. 

Sweet Potatoes— 

It appears that packers of sweet potatoes (this ar- 
ticle is put up by very few western canners) are well 
booked with orders. Baltimore is quoting 95c to $1.00 
per doz. for quick shipment, though on the Peninsula 
No. 3 standards are still offered at 85c per doz. 
Sardines— 

The advance named by the principal packets of 
domestic sardines will take effect on next Tuesday, 
Oct. 15. The advance named is 15c¢ to $3.25 on one- 
fourth oils in drawn cans, and to $3.00 per case on 
one-fourth mustards, drawn cans. The position of 
domestic sardines is extremely strong at present, and 
advices state that the principal reasons for putting up 
prices were scarcity of fish and of cans. 

Salmon— 

The market in Chicago, as to be expected, is ex- 
tremely strong, with the supply of all grades of sal- 
mon very light, being in fact virtually cleaned up in 
first hands. A private advice from Seattle states that 
the buying demand is unprecedented, extending to all 
grades. These advices say that Alaska reds are show- 
ing the greatest activity, and that sockeyes are also in 
large demand and will soon be sold out, on account of 
the small pack and the fact that this grade will this 
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season be a luxury and not a staple food product. 
Private advices to THE CANNER further say that 
there is an unprecedented demand for pink salmon 
and the other cheaper grades. No. I sockeye talls 
are quoted on the spot in Chicago at $1.80 to $1.85; 
\laska red talls, $1.32/2 to $1.35; fancy chinooks, 
talls, $1.90; No. 1 flats, $2.10 to $2.15. _ 

The Griffth-Durney Co., San Francisco, recently 
had an expert visit Anacortes, Wash., for the purpose 
of examining the pack of humpbacks, and from his 
report the follow ing is quoted: “Good color ; average 
smoothness and firmer than average of Alaska pink ; 
all sound ; well filled. Altogether the pack shows evi- 
dence of careful handling and supervision. The fish 
is better cleaned than is sometimes the case, and ai 
agreeable amount of salt has been put in bringing out 
the flavor and brightening the appearance. Outside 
of the cans are well cleaned off and they take the 
lacquer well. The cannery is clean and orderly; the 
boxes are good quality lumber and stronger than usual 
Puget boxes.” Their expert says in regard to cohoes 
that they are all sweet, clean fish, and the cans weil 
packed. He describes the general treatment of the 
cohoes as “better than the average pack cohoes.” 
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The feeling on California raisins is easier. In some 
quarters there is noted pressure to sell loose musca- 
tels. 


Prunes— 


Intermediate sizes of prunes are held somewhat 
more firmly, with the exception of old crop 40s, on 
which the premium asked has shrunk, though a pre- 
mium of Ic is still asked for Santa Clara 30s. No 
great amount of interest is being manifested here in 
prunes for October-November shipment from the 
coast. Offerings are quoted on the basis of 434¢ for 
50-80s inclusive. 

Peaches 


Spot peaches are very firm, but the business during 
the week reviewed has been light. The market has 
developed no new features since our last report and 
quotations are substantially the same as then. 


Apricots— 


Prices hold firm at no difference in values. There 
is nothing new to be said concerning apricots in this 
market. 


Apples- 


Evaporated apples are firm and the inquiry quite 
active here during the week reviewed. Eastern ad- 
vices note considerable buying of storage stock for 
shipment to interior points. Eastern reports also note 
sales on the basis of 9%c per lb. for prime with 9%c 
bid and refused. Future New York state prime evap- 
orated apples are firmly held east at 934c for Novem- 
ber delivery, 
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PICKLES AND KRAUT. | 





The tendency of prices on Kraut continues upward. 
We hear of a prominent Wisconsin cabbage cutter who 
sold 25 cars at $6.50 per cask. Cabbage is coming in, 
although not as rapidly as packers would like. In 
some portions of the west, including Wisconsin, con- 
ditions have improved somewhat and look better than 
they did a few weeks ago, and packers are more hope- 
ful of receiving a fair crop. Pickle packers are ina 
quandry how to fill their orders for certain sizes and 
some compromises have to be made. As a prominent 
local seller says: ‘The small packers throughout the 
country who always buy from the salters or packers, 
are now figuring how they can pay the price, but as 
the supply of salt pickles now in the market will not 
supply a half carload to each of them, it will soon 
cease to be a question of price.’’ . The selling agents 
of the Western Pickle association quote, subject to 
confirmation, a few cars as follows: 1200 to 1400, 45 
gal., large, $7.50; 2200 to 2400, 45 gal., small, $10.50;

Canned Goods Labels Must Conform, 


The Federal Food Inspection Board has decided 
against an extension of time for the use of labels not 
printed in conformity with the requirements of the 
national pure food law. The official notice reads as 
follows: 

When the rules and regulations for the enforcement of the 
Food and Drugs Act were issued by the three Secretaries on 
October 16, 1906, one of the regulations (17-1) provided that 
any labels printed and on hand on that day which did not 
contain a misstatement as to the character of contents but 
which were not in strict compliance with other requirements 
of the regulations, might be used without fear of prosecution 
until October 1, 1907. 


Recently the National Wholesale Grocers’ Association and 
individual wholesalers and jobbers throughout the United 
States, requested the Board of Food and Drug Inspection 
to recommend to the three secretaries the extension of the 
privilege until October 1, 1908. 

After a careful consideration of the matter the Board has 
unanimously decided to refuse to recommend such an ex. 
tension. It is the opinion of the members of the Board 
that sufficient time has elapsed for manufacturers, jobbers 
and wholesalers to adjust their business affairs to the terms 
of the law and of the regulations. 

It is apparent, from the letters received by the Board, that 
the general impression exists that the use of corrected labels 
will not be permitted after October 1, 1907. This js an 
erroneous impression, and is evidently gathered from the 
wording of regulation 17 (1) and more particularly from 
food inspection decision 43, which stated that on and after 
October 1, 1907, the labels must be originally properly printed, 
This statement was advisory and conveyed a warning that 
further extension of the privilege need not be asked. It js 
desirable, of course, both from the standpoint of the govern- 
ment officials who have charge of the enforcement of the 
law, and from the viewpoint of the manufacturers, that the 
labels should be correct as originally printed. 

Any person has a right to use a label which is not false 
or deceptive in any particular, even though this result js 
arrived at through the use of stickers, erasures or other suit- 
able means. Attention, however, is directed to the fact that 
misleading and deceptive statements must be obliterated, 
In other words, it is not sufficient, in the opinion of the 
Board that a deceptive statement should be allowed to re- 
main on one portion of the label with a corrective statement 
upon another portion of the label. 


California Sardine Canning. 

The sardine pack of Monterey, Cal., this year will 
be the largest ever put up there, being more than twice 
that of any former year. Both the Booth cannery and 
the one at New Monterey are running to their full 
capacity. During the past year the capacity of both 
was increased. As high as twenty tons of sardines 
have been packed at the Booth cannery in one day. 
There are plenty of sardines in the bay, and it is ex- 
pected the canneries will run until about the first of 
November. 


No Alum in Pickles. 


An order has been issued by the state board of 
health of -Kansas, through its secretary, Dr. S. J. 
Crumbine, prohibiting the use of alum in the preserva- 
tion of pickles. The board of health has decided that 
the use of alum in this particular is an adulteration not 
allowed by the pure food laws.

Eprror CANNER—When writing about tomatoes in my last 
letter I said that the buyers were making the market. This 
condition still continues. All through last week the demand 
was very heavy, and the tomato market advanced 2%c per 
dozen, closing on Saturday at goc, less 1 per cent Balti- 
more, and 87%c net, ©. Db. country points, with some 
country packers asking 90c. ~ The business received in Balti- 
more this morning indicates that this week will be a repeti- 
tion of last, and we are likely to see a higher market at the 
close of the coming week than what is in existence today. 
This is a remarkable situation, taking everything into con- 
sideration, because all during last week the weather was 
very favorable in this section, and heavy packing was gen- 
eral. In fact, the season is not over yet. Most of the 
country factories will run three or four days this week, and 
unless we have much colder weather, Baltimore packers are 
likely to continue packing for another ten days or two 
weeks. : : 

I also said in my last that the key to the general situation 
is in the West, and not in this section. This is an undoubted 
fact. Events of the past week also tend to make it more 
certain. The buying was very heavy not only from Western 
jobbers, but also from Western packers, who are afraid they 
will be short on their contracts. The season opening so late 
made it necessary that it should extend to a very late date 
in the fall to enable the packers to get up an average pack. 
Well informed men in the West say that they must pack 
until October 21st to the 25th if they are to get up anything 
like an average pack, but as it will be an extraordinary sea- 
son that would allow them to pack that late in October, 
they naturally feel convinced that their aggregate pack will 
be much below what the acreage should call for, and as 
most of the packers sold heavily of futures, some of them 
think it wise to cover by purchasing elsewhere. Another 
effect of this situation is this—the Western packers are not 
in a position to offer any tomatoes, hence the Western job- 
bers have to come to Baltimore for their supplies. 

In some respects up to the present this season resembles 
1902, but whether or no we will have a repetition later on 
of what happened in the winter of 1902 and 1903, is more 
than can be said at this time. During the season of 1902, 
the demand from the jobbers was so heavy that they ran 
No. 3 tomatoes up to 97%c and $1.00 per dozen, notwith- 
standing that the pack that year was the largest that had 
ever been known up to that time. The jobbers simply had 
a craze for buying, and took hold regardless of packing con- 
ditions or anything else. Most people remember what hap- 
pened in the early part of 1903. Such a condition may come 
about again, but it must be said that it is not very probable, 
because the indications are that the jobbers will shortly own 
nearly all the tomatoes, and if that condition comes about, 
the market will not break as easily as it did in the winter of 
1902-and 1903, when notwithstanding the extraordinary de 
mand that had existed in October and November of 1902, 
the jobbers did not absorb all the tomatoes, and on account 
of that, the packers found it hard to dispose of their carry- 
over in the spring of 1903, and the market dropped accord- 
ingly. Everyone is talking of a $1.00 and- upwards marke_ 
It surely does look now as though this condition will come 
about, but there is an old saying that the “unexpected always 
happens,” and there may even yet be a surprise in store for 
us on the tomato situation. 

As far as the general line is concerned, it can pretty well 
be summed up in the few words that it is the same old 
story; namely, heavy demand and continued advances. There 
is hardly an exception to this statement. Even soaked peas, 
which advanced to 57¥%c for strip label and 60c for wrapper 
label. There are few people in the business that can re- 
member Prices like these on soaked peas. 

Corn is stronger, and it is almost certain to go higher. 
String beans have advanced to 75¢ per dozen, with som2 
packers asking Soc. The crop of lima beans has turned out 


to be short, and the market is now $1.10 per dozen for No. 
2 standards. The normal price is 80c. Sweet potatoes are 
hard to find for quick shipment, the market being strong at 
$1.00 Baltimore. For later shipment, 95c Baltimore and goc 
f.o. b. peninsula are the figures asked. Apples continue firm at 
$1.00 for No. 3, and $3.35 for No. 10. A few pears are being 
packed, and prices are $1.15 for No. 3 standards in water, 
and $1.25 to $1.60 for No. 3 standards in syrup, according to 
the quantity of syrup. These figures are about 4oc to 50c 
higher than what are named when: the pear crop is of an 
average volume. 

Small fruits continue to advance, what few there are left 
for sale, $1.15 being now asked for No. 2 blackberries. 
Blackberries are about the only line of small fruits of which 
it can be said there is any stock held in Baltimore. There 
may be a few gooseberries, but probably not more than 1,500 
to 2,000 cases in all. TARTAR.

Portland, Me., Oct. 7, 1907. 

Epiror CANNER—I will endeavor in this letter to throw 
some light on the canned goods situation in Maine, but if 
any one thinks that I can state the whole facts let him un- 
derstand that I cannot. Packing is practically over, al- 
though, strange as it may seem, parts of the state are still 
busy in finishing up their corn. I have so many times men- 
tioned short acreage, the wet spell, the drouth, and the frost, 
that will not repeat, but merely hint at the causes and give 
results. 

I know of a few who will deliver in full (think of it) 
some 80, some 70, but more from 50 to 60 per cent. I am 
afraid the average will fall below 7o per cent. This is 
on fancy, but, so slow has packing progressed, many of the 
packers will have no standard whatever. No corn has been 
shipped, to my knowledge, for it will take a great many 
mathematical professors to figure out by the “rule of three” 
or by “hook or by crook” some way to divide exactly, giving 
each his due. How are you going to send a carload to a 
buyer entitled to only part of one. Can it be combined? I 
should say it could hardly be done. Such is the status today. 

There is a little spot fancy, mostly, if not entirely of 1906 
pack, all labeled, or mostly, but I think it would be hard to 
buy below $1.00, while perhaps 1,000 standard, last season’s, 
might be had at 85c. Now, conditions point to higher prices. 
The advance may come at any hour, or be delayed until 
some one awakes to the fact that it has all been sold. 

The demand for clams continues, but I hear of no firm 
prices, for winter is near, and some have not filled old con- 
tracts. Fish are coming in, but cans for this article and 
clams are hard to find. 

The demand for gallon apples, at the advance, is light. As 
the consumption does not begin for many months, buyers 
take hold slowly, especially when $3.50 is asked. The future 
price of this commodity depends on the consumer entirely— 
what will he pay? I am still sticking to my original state- 
ment that there are from 25 to 50 per cent more apples than a 
year ago, in number, but they are smaller. If conditions re- 
main as they are now, apples will continue to grow, but one 
must remember that all over this broad land buyers are 
coming to Maine. This will keep up prices, but I think a 
few could be bought at a little off of $3.50—in fact, I know 
it, but that is no reason why they may not get up to $4.00 
or more, later. I am stating facts, not prophesying. 

The call for blueberries continues, but none are offered 
just now. Very few, if any, say a word about pumpkin or 
squash, either buyers or sellers, but I expect there will be 
some offering later. 

There is great scarcity of cans of all sizes, and it is caus- 
ing serious trouble.

Seattle, Wash., Oct. 5, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER—It is reported among brokers that the 
Alaska Packers’ Association and other large packing con- 
cerns have made large sales of Alaska red salmon to the 
English, South American and Australian markets. Eng- 
land and Australia are large consumers of red salmon and 
South America uses both red and pink salmon, a large 
amount of the later grade being included in the orders. It 
is reported that the sales of the Packers’ Association for 
export have already amounted to nearly half of their pack. 
If this is true, there will probably be a shortage of red 
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Alaska in this country before the 1908 pack becomes avail- 
able, for last year the consumption in this country was so 
great that only 10,000 cases, about one-fifth of the usual 
allotment to the United Kingdom, was all that could be 
allowed for export. This year, evidently the foreign jobbers 
are not going to be left in the lurch again and are getting 
their orders in early. The American jobbers, as a conse- 
quence, will be the ones who will be scrambling to get red 
Alaska stocks about next spring. 

The domestic demand, however, has already proved un- 
precedented, as shown in the announcement of the J. K. 
Armsby Co. of San Francisco, who stated, in naming a 
price of $1.15 on all grades of red Alaska salmon, with the 
exception of the Argo brand: 

“The above price applies only on orders previously booked 
subject to approval of price, as orders booked in this way 
are generally in excess of probable supply, which necessi- 
tates our confining our quotations to such orders only. In- 
dications are that such confirmations will be in excess of 
supply, in which event it will necessitate pro rata deliveries 
on Alaska red salmon for the first time in the history of 
the Alaska Packers’ Association. We predict an advance 
in the market on red Alaska salmon to at least $1.25 per 
dozen within the next few months. This year’s pack is 
not much in excess of 50 per cent of the average pack for 
the last four years.”

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 5, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER—Your editor informs me that the expres- 
sion, “Silence is golden,’ does not apply to my case and 
that he wants a letter from Kansas City. 

The trade conditions of Kansas City territory the past few 
months can be summed as good. One year ago this fall our 
wholesale grocers were selling sugar and fruit jars, this 
fall they have been selling the fruit and vegetables already 
canned, thereby, saving the overworked housewife that extra 
work. Fruit of every description in this section has been as 
scarce this fall as it was plentiful one year ago. All of our 
jobbers are smiling and working overtime. In several com- 
modities it has not been a question of price so much as 
getting the goods. For instance, dried Michigan navy beans 
have advanced one dollar a bushel and spot stock scarce at 
that. 

Chees higher than it has been for years and still advancing. 

In canned goods trade has been steady with quite a little 
activity the past few weeks. Spot canned peas brought a 
handsome premium until 1907 pack delivery came in and the 
short delivery made by many of the Wisconsin packers did 
not help matters much and soaked peas are already being 
quoted, and some sales made, but in this commodity, quality 
will cut more figure than heretofore and the cheap mushy 
soaked canned pea will be a drug, as the soaked pea is now 
forced to occupy its own distinctive place and will not be 
forced to compete with a cheap inferior article any more 
than a superior number three pea will compete with a hard 
inferior number six processed canned pea. Soaked peas will 
now sell as soaked peas and good ones will bring a price 
commensurate with the cost of packing. While the enforce- 
ment of the National Pure Food Law may work a hardship 
in many commodities for the minute, its ultimate good can- 
not be questioned by any thinking person. 

A number of Indiana and Wisconsin pea canners are nam- 
ing prices for 1908 pack and a number of sales have been 
made at about the same price as 1907. This is unusually 
early and some of the Wisconsin packers are unwilling to 
name price this early, but they doubtless will be obliged to, 
if they get in the game. 

Corn has steadily advanced until it is about back to 
normal condition and with the light pack is sure to be higher 
before spring. 

The tomato situation remains about the same, many of 
the Missouri packers making small deliveries, but the fine 
weather the past few weeks has been greatly to their advan- 
tage. More anon. TRELA. 
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New York, Oct. 7, 1907. 
Epiror CANNER—Trade in canned goods has not changed 
perceptibly during the past week, excepting that some grades 
and varieties are higher and a general tendency to advance 
has been noted in substantially all leading varieties. That 


this tendency is well based seems to be the opinion of aj 
those best qualified to judge. That further advances are 
anticipated by some is unquestionably true. But to what ex. 
tent these changes will be made is a question which cannot 
be decided at present. 

Probably the most important action of the week was the 
announcement of an advance of I5c per case on domestic 
sardines to take effect October 15. This advance will apply 
to quarter-oils and three-quarter mustards. The latter wii] 
be $3.00 in drawn cans, This advance is attributed to the 
scarcity of both cans and fish and the generally bare condj- 
tion of the market. It is expected that all packers of sar. 
dines will follow this lead shortly and that there will be 
an advance in all grades before this projected increase takes 
effect. There is no surplus stock carried over or procurable 
now. The conditions indicate that buyers will have consider- 
able difficulty in obtaining their supplies later. The prospect 
is not at all promising. Spot prices are: Quarter-oils, $3.10: 
keys, $3.20 to $3.30; three-quarter mustards, $2.50 to $2.50, : 

Salmon is firm and more inquiry is reported. Buyers are 
looking for some varieties of stock, but have difficulty in 
finding it. Chinook flat halves are scarce at $1.20 here. A 
sale of medium red in transit was reported at $1.20 de 
livered. Pink is firm at $1.00 to $1.05 delivered. Red Alaska 
is firm at $1.30 here. It is possible to buy lower in some 
instances, but as a whole the market is firm at these figures 
and the tendency is upward rather than downward. Spot 
prices are: Chinook halves, $1.20; Sockeye halves, $1.15 to 
1.20; Alaska talls, $1.30; medium red, $1.20. 

Jobbers are doing little with tomatoes, preferring to await 
1urther developments before placing important orders, Some 
have considerable stock bought ahead and do not care to 
contract for any more until after that is exhausted, or the 
course of the market develops more thoroughly than has 
been the case thus far. Advices from packing points have 
quoted 87% to 9ec f. o. b. factory on full standards 3s, For 
2s the quotations are 67% to 7oc and for gallons $280 to 
$2.90. These figures have been shaded upon firm offer, though 
bids 2%c below quotations on standard grades have been 
declined in numerous instances. One packer accepted $2.75 
for gallons, and others might have done the same, but it did 
not come to the surface. Off standards are more freely 
and 3s have sold at 77%c f. o. b. factory. Packing is re- 
ported heavy at factory points, but experts do not believe 
that the total will run over 10,000 cases. Spot prices are: 
Maryland standard 2s, 70 to 72%c; 3s, 92% to 95c; gallons, 
$2.¢0 to $3.00. New Jersey gallons, $3.10 to $3.20. 

Corn is strong and more interest in state standards has 
developed. One sale of 2,000 cases for prompt delivery, old 
pack, was reported at 80c. The seller immediately advanced 
his price to 85c on the remainder of his holdings. Deliveries 
of new pack Maine corn will not go over 70 per cent, ac- 
cording to information given out by those who have exam- 
ined the field carefully. One sale of 4,000 cases of western 
corn was reported at 72%c delivered. Southern Maine style 
is firm. Other stocks are unchanged, excepting that the 
tendency upward has created more favorable conditions for 
holders and they are refusing to permit concessions, except- 
ing under extraordinary circumstances. Spot prices are: 
State standards, 80 to 82%c; fancy, 90 to 95c; southern 
Maine style, 75 to Soc; western, 75 to 80c; Maine standard, 
85 to 87'%c; fancy, $1.00 to $1.10. F 

Spot peas are in small compass and firm. Some inquiry 
is reported for fine sifted stock. Buyers are wondering 
where they are going to find stock to fill ordinary require 
ments. French peas are scarce and firm, with upward ten- 
dency reported on all stocks here and abroad. Spot prices 
are: Petit pois, $1.90 to $2.10; extra sifted early Junes, 
$1.45 to $1.50; sifted early Junes, $1.20 to $1.25; standard 
early Junes, $1.05 to $1.10; marrows, $1.00 to $1.07%4; sec 
onds, 90 to 95¢c. 

Considerable inquiry is developing for pumpkin. The 
demand for cooking purposes begins before new pack 1s 
ready for delivery and for several weeks it must be satisfied 
from old stock. Spot prices are; Standard 3s, 80 to 90; 
gallons, $2.00 to $2.25. The same observation applies to 
squash in a lesser degree perhaps. Spot prices are; Stand- 
ard 3s, 85c to $1.00; gallons, $2.00 to $2.50. ; 

Beans are more active and in some instances supplies are 
said to be low on certain varieties. As a whole the market 
is firm and conditions are quite satisfactory. 

All gallon fruits continue strong and prices tend upward. 
State gallon apples are offered sparingly at $3.50 here on 
old pack, and $3.75 for new pack. Some packers have with- 
drawn from the market, refusing to quote further. Southern 
gallons are firm at $3.30 to $3.35 delivered. Standard 3s 
are held at $1.05 to $1.10.

Epitor CANNER—The principal feature in dried fruits dur- 
ing the week has _been the easier and lower tendency on 
California raisins for shipment from the coast. California 
loose, seeded and Sultana raisins are all easier. Telegrams 
from the coast have quoted four-crown loose at 634¢ for 
prompt shipment in 25-pound boxes. Unbleached Sultanas 
are quoted at 6c and Thompson seedless at 6% 2 oO. b. 
One telegram was received asking for bids. New 
pack seeded raisins in 1-pound cartons offer at 8% f. o. b. 
coast for last half October shipment of fancy. Later ship- 
ments are offered at 8%4c. An easier market has developed 
on Smyrna Sultanas with one cable quoted Is per cwt. less 
than the previous basis. Imported Valencias are firm on 
stock to arrive. New crop Malagas for shipment from Spain 
are firm, with some probability of an advance due to the 
destruction by the floods which is expected to create a 
scarcity. Californa seeded in 1I-pound cartons are about 
cleaned up from first hands. Valencia seeded are offered at 
12 to 12%c for fancy in 1-pound cartons. Valencia layers 
due shortly are offered as follows: Four-crown layers, 7% 
to 734c; later arrivals are offered at 7% to 7¥%c. A vessel 
due about Oct. 20 is said to bring a considerable quantity. 
Sultanas are firm on the spot at 10% to 12% for three to 
seven-crown. Malaga clusters are offered at $2.75 per box. 

Currants are firmly held, but there is little buying of 
either cleaned or uncleaned. Little interest has developed in 
stock for shipment from Greece. Cables report the foreign 
market firm. Not much buying beyond satisfying ordinary 
demands is going on. Spot prices are: Fine Amalias un- 
cleaned in barrels, 634 to 7c; cleaned, cases, 734 to 7'%c; 
cartons, 754 to 73%4c; bulk, 7 to 7%c. 

Spot figs are in fair demand. One lot of 877 cases arrived 
during the week. Spot prices are; 24-inch, 5%c; 2'%4-inch, 
6c; 234-inch, 6%c; October delivery: 134-inch, 734 to 7c; 
2-inch, 734 to 8'%c; 2%-inch, 8% to 9c; 2%4-inch, 9% to Iic; 
2%-inch, 10% to 12c; 3-inch, 11% to 12%c; bags, choice, 
54c; extra choice, 5% to 6c. 

Spot state prime evaporated apples are firm and a little 
more local interest is shown at 93 to 95éc. Few lots are 
offered at the inside figure. A fairly steady feeling is shown 
in future prime for October delivery, but few sellers quote. 
For November delivery 9% to 95c is quoted, with 93%c 
asked for December, and 9%c bid. Spot choice is quoted at 
10 to 10%c. Low prime is firm. Raspberries are in fair 
demand and scarce. Cherries are firm. A few blackberries 
are offered at 15c. Reports from state evaporators are to 
the effect that stock is coming forward more freely from 
growers.

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Provisions of Proposed Louisiana Food Law. 


_ The following are the sections of the proposed pure 
food law of Louisiana, which will go into effect the 
first of next year, regulating canned goods, preserves, 
jellies, etc. : 

CANNED GOODS. 

Regulation 32. No packer or dealer in preserved or can- 
ned fruits and vegetables or other articles of food shall sell 
or offer for sale such canned or preserved fruits and vege- 
tables or other articles unless they shall be entirely free from 
substances or ingredients deleterious to health and unless 
such articles bear a mark, stamp, brand or label bearing the 
name and address of the firm, person or corporation that 
packs same, or dealer that sells same. All soaked or bleached 
goods or goods put up from products dried before canning 
shall be plainly marked, branded, stamped or labeled as 
such, with the words “soaked” or “bleached goods” in letters 
of equal size to that of the name of the product and bearing 
the name of the article and name and address of the packer 
or dealer who sells same, together with the year the goods 
were canned.

Welsh Tinplate Men Oppose American 
Product. 


London, Oct. 5.—The leaders of the Welsh tinplate 
industry have formed a combination which, it is said, 
will result in the total exclusion of American and 
German steel bars, which during the last two years 
have been dumped in South Wales in enormous quan- 
tities. The center of tinplate industry is at Llanelly, 
which suffered greatly a few years ago under the 
McKinley tariff, but new markets have been found 
and the cost of working reduced to such an extent 
that Llanelly once again supplies about two-thirds of 
the world’s demand for tinplate. A group of manu- 
facturers recently decided to make their own steel, 
thus saving intermediate profits, and the experiment 
proved so successful that seven other companies, with 
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thirty-eight mills, joined the original combine. There 
will be altogether eighty mills in the association, which 
will have a capital of £250, 000, and will increage the 
output of tinplate 100 per cent. 


Shortage in Canadian Commeny Products 


Consul H. D. Van Sant, of Kingston, writes that 
owing to the shortage in the yield of corn and toma. 
toes along the Bay of Quinte and in that part of the 
Canadian province of Ontario most of the canning 
factories have been closed or will soon do so, Some 
of the canners along the Bay of Quinte will not be 
able to fill their contracts. With the exception of 
apples, the fruit crop generally in the neighborhood 
is short and an advance in the price of canned goods 
may be expected. There should be a good market 
for American canned goods in Ontario during the 
coming winter, and prices will probably be higher 
than last year. The exporters of American canned 
goods who are earliest in the field will obtain the 
largest orders.

A “Bliss” Automatic Double Seamer. 

The machine in the accompanying illustration is an 
automatic double seamer for round cans, designed and 
built by E. W. Bliss Company, 33 Adams street, Brook- 
wn, N. Y. This machine is especially adapted to the 
tin can trade; it will seam cans from 1% to 6% inches 
in diameter by 34 to 10 inches high and has a capacity 
of 37 ends per minute. The machine is very compact 
and simple of operation. rhe operator after placing 
can in position, by simply depressing the treadle clamps 
the can on chuck and at the same time automatically 
engages back shaft operating cams, which shaft makes 
one revolution, bringing the double seamer rolls for- 
ward in their respective turn and returning them to 
their position of rest. 

When seaming is done the lower spindle drops auto- 
matically allowing finished can to be pushed to one side 





and another one inserted. The tables on the sides 
facilitate rapid feeding. The driving shaft, making 
1,200 revolutions per minute, revolves in pivoted bear- 
ings, and the spindle bearings are lined with anti-fric- 
tion metal continuously and automatically lubricated 
from oil reservoirs. 

The end thrust of spindles is taken on hardened and 
ground self lubricating collars. The seaming rolls are 
fitted in slides operated by cams and give a uniform 
seam. The weight of the machine as shown is 915 
pounds.

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CANNED GOODS NOTES 
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It is stated that a pea packing plant will be established and 
operated next season at Antigo, Wis. 

We regret to announce that Manager Weller of the Oak 
Harbor, O., canning factory recently had a finger badly hurt 
in one of the machines. 

According to a report from Crystal, Fla., it is rumored 
that in a short time an oyster canning factory will be started 
there by M. L. Latham. 


We understand that the Polk County (Ark.) Horticultural 
Society is making arrangements to start a canning and vinegar 
factory at Mena, that state. 

Receipts of cucumbers at the Lancaster, Mo., plant of the 
Keokuk Canning Co. were, according to report, only about 
one-third of what they were last year. 

We reprint the following report from Caro, Mich.: “The 
Daily Pickle Co. have salted seven tanks this year, sixty-four 
less than last year, the shortage being due to the late season.” 

A report from Fort Madison says that the local canning 
company has been scouring the country for pumpkins for 
canning this fall. The report further states that the -crop is 
short this season. 

A new corporation is the First National Canning Co., 
Milwaukee, Wis., which has been organized with capital 
stock of $5,000, by Jefferson W. Henry, Geo. Baubereis and 
Wm. A. Aschmann. 

Louisville, Ky., capitalists, it is reported, have signified 
their intention of building a canning factory at Borden, near 
Jeffersonville, Ind., provided a sufficient acreage of tomatoes 
is guaranteed them 


Emory C. Auten, of Canton, O., is said to be at the head 
of the company that will probably establish a canning and 
preserving plant next season at Marion, O. The Marion 
Commercial Club has donated a building site. 


S. V. Hardwick of Kinsale, Va., recently had the misfor- 
tune to lose, through destruction by fire, the Heathsville 
(Va.) cannery .and most of the contents. We understand 
that the loss footed up about $6,000, with insurance to about 
half that amount. 


The Bartow Consolidated Canning Co.’s factory at Rocky 
Ford, Colo., was damaged recently by fire to an amount of 
several thousand dollars. Besides the damage to the plant a 
portion of the season’s pack was lost. The factory had not 
been running heavily this season on account of the light crop. 
Hamilton Bros., Carroll, Mich., had the misfortune on the 
night of October 2, to lose their canning factory by fire. A 
successful season on vegetables had just been closed and the 
plant put in shape to run on fruit. The cause of the blaze 
is unknown. The plant was covered by insurance and will 
be rebuilt. 


The following item is reprinted from a Wisconsin news. 
paper: “Chas. Flint, who has for a number of years heid 
the position of Superintendent of the Albert Landreth Cannin 
Co. of this city, has resigned his position with that company - 
take a like position with the Lake Shore Land Co, recently 
organized by the Schreier interests here.” 


The Frank Pure Food Co. of Milwaukee, Wis., haye 
started to cut kraut at their new plant at Franksville. This 
plant is one of the finest equipped and largest sauer kraut 
plants in the country, having a cutting room which js 300 
feet long by 100 feet wide, and containing 50 vats, each of 
which is 18 feet in diameter. The Frank Pure Food Co, ex. 
pect to employ about 100 men in this plant. They cut strictly 
quality kraut, furnishing new oak cooperage, the same being 
paraffine lined and varnished. Frank’s sauer kraut is guar- 
anteed to be of long, fine cut and absolute dry pack. 


It was reported recently that a Chicago firm had paid for 


apples in Monroe county, New York, as high as $3.90 to $4.00 
for No. 1 fruit, delivered f. o. b. local shipping stations, 
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United States Consul-General J. G. Lay reports from Cape 
Town, South Africa, that the large quantity of American 
dried apples and peaches that were formerly used in that 
market are now produced locally. 


Late mail advices from Fresno say that the raisins now 
being delivered by growers to packers are of the very finest 
quality seen in many years. In fact it is said that the early 
deliveries now are much better than the late ones last year. 


The Canadian fruit crop is light all around, the only aver- 
age crop being that of apples, which are being bought up in 
large quantities by Chicago and other American dealers. One 
firm from Chicago has just made arrangements to buy 100,000 
barrels of the highest price varieties. 


The following item is reprinted from the last issue of the 
American Agriculturist: “Western buyers who have been 
touring Michigan say that growers throughout the state are 
holding firm views on the apple outlook. Many farmers re- 
fuse to sell for less than $3.00 per barrel on the trees, equiva- 
lent to $3.50 to $4.00 packed.” 


An advice from Canada says: “Never in the history of 
trade has fruit of all kinds been as scarce in Kingston as it 
is at the present time. Prices have increased from 25 to 75 
per cent over last year. There is a good demand for both 
fresh fruit and in jams, and the demand for canned fruit has 
more then doubled. It is said that the amount consumed in 
Ontario is 25 per cent more than last year, while the cold 
season has given fruit a setback. There should be a big 
market here for California pears.”

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State Pomologist Dr. John H. Funk, of Pennsylvania, who 
has received reports from all over this country and from 
foreign countries, says that 1907 has been the poorest apple 
year for many years. In most localities last year was poor, 
especially in Pennsylvania, there being only a 70 per cent 
crop. Estimates from all the orchards of the state show that 
this year’s crop will fall below the 50 per cent mark. Mis- 
souri, Dr. Funk says, is reckoned as the banner apple state. 
Its crop this year will only be 60 per cent of last year’s crop. 


While the yield of apples in California will not exceed 65 
per cent of an average crop, growers believe that the loss 
will be made up by the high prices quoted for almost all 
varieties of good marketable apples. Not in twenty years 
have the prices paid for apples been as high, and that long 
ago the acreage planted to such trees was small. One dollar 
and a half per box and above has been paid for carload lots 
of Bellefleurs. The output of this variety from the Watson- 
ville district will be about 300 carloads, and it will be but a 
short time until all of such crop is harvested, packed and 
shipped. 


Returns from American Agriculturist’s correspondents in- 
dicate a continuation of very unsatisfactory conditions in the 
apple crop. The reasons have been printed several times in 
these pages. In some places the trees were injured last 
winter and spring by cold weather, in others by drouth, 
while in still others rain came during the blossoming period, 
thus preventing fertilization. There was much cold and wet 
weather in early spring and this is probably responsible for 
a great deal of the shortage so marked in the west and 
southwest. The quality of the fruit seems to be fully up to 
the average and in some places above. 


According to a mail report from Fresno, last year the 
farmers were digging up their nectarine trees as not worth 
the ground they were growing on. This year nectarines are 
bringing from Ioc to 14c per pound, and a big nectarine or- 
chard is a fortune in itself. Apricots have been so plentiful 
in past years that the nectarines went begging, as they are 
closely allied in flavor and eating qualities when dried, and 
the nectarine is a less generally known food. However, apri- 
cots were a very short crop this season, and the demand was 
not nearly supplied. As a result, the demand for the nec- 
tarines went up with a rush and they became very profitable. 


Canned Meat Shipments Better. 

Figures showing shipments of canned meats from 
Chicago to all points, domestic and foreign, as com- 
piled by the Beareau of Statistics at Washington, show 
that in August there were shipped from Chicago 9,- 
659,550 pounds of canned meat, as against 4,483,575 
pounds in 1906, and 12,315,156 in August, 1905. For 
July the shipments were 8,979,600 pounds, against 
4,830.975 in 1906 and 8,732,551 in 1905. The ship- 
ments for July were the largest that have been sent 
in any one month this calendar year. The smallest 
shipment was in May, when only 3,734,625 poun Is 
were shipped, while June showed an increase to 6,353,- 
550 pounds. 


Figures for total exports of canned beef haye also 
been compiled and indicate a total exportation ag fo. 
lows: 1907—August, 1,117,853 pounds; July, 1,305,- 
000 pounds; June, 1,600,609 pounds ; May 1,008,835. 
pounds; April, 893,017 pounds; March, 950,746 
pounds; February, 2,486,512 pounds; January, 1,040,- 
655 pounds. 


New Remedy for San Jose Scale. 

Those who have to combat the San Jose scale will 
be interested in knowing that the Connecticut experi- 
ment station at Storrs has worked out a new formula 
which is very promising. It can be applied in the fall 
when the scale is most susceptible to injury and js 
easily applied and prepared. It has no ill effect on 
the flesh nor does it corrode spraying machinery, 

This new remedy goes by the name of petroleum 
emulsion. It is made as follows: Use two quarts 
carbolic acid, 2% quarts fish oil and one pound caustic 
potash. This is brought to a temperature of 300 de- 
grees. The next step is to add 3% quarts kerosene 
and 5% quarts water. This mixture is a stock soly- 
tion, or, as Prof. Jarvis explained, “an emulsifier.” 
Then for the next step eight parts of this emulsifier is 
taken, one part of water, eighteen parts crude petro- 
leum and four parts rosin oil. 

To spray, dilute this mixture with fifteen parts of 
water. The formula sounds a little complicated, but 
is not in actual practice. Stock solutions are made 
and it is little bother to have the mixture ready for 
application. It stays in suspension for days at a time, 
and while an agitator in spray barrel is not necessary, 
it is a little better to use such. Arsenate of lead can- 
not be mixed with it, but paris green can, with fairly 
good results. There is no special danger in making 
the mixture. Horticulturists everywhere west as well 
as east, will watch the behavior of this mixture closely. 
—American Agriculturist. 


Tomatoes Dumped into Naticoke River. 


Seaford, Dei., September 24.—A terrible odor is 
arising from the waters of the Nanticoke from its 
source to its mouth, due to the rotten tomatoes which 
have been thrown into the river from the various 
canneries. Thousands of baskets have become unfit 
for use at the canneries located at different points 
along the river and have been dumped together with 
the refuse. These tomatoes ebb and flow with the tide 
and hang upon weeds and shrubbery along the shores 
and decompose, sending out an offensive odor.

Suggestion for Promoting Salmon 
Consumption. 


“Touching the canned salr.ion situation it occurs 
to me,” says a writer in the Grocery World, “that 
there is a great field lying unexplored to the salmon 
ackers, and it is in fostering the use of canned salmon 
by the hotels. Naturally the chance doesn’t mean this 
year as usual, as the supply of salmon is barely enough 
to go around the grocery trade, but in years of heavy 
pack, like some that we have had, particularly of red 
Alaska, it occurs to me that it ought to be profitable 
for some one to start a campaign to get the hotels to 
put salmon on their bills of fares. I have eaten at a 
good many hotel tables in my time, but never once do 
I remember seeing cold canned salmon on the menu. 
Just why I have never inquired; it can hardly be the 
price, as salmon is nowhere near as expensive as chick- 
en, or even tongue or cold boiled ham, all of which are 
on the bill of every hotel that amounts to anything. 
The restaurants consume a very large quantity of sal- 
mon, particularly the popular-priced ones. I can name 
one or two restaurants in Philadelphia who will each 
day buy a solid can of red Alaska salmon at a time for 
use in sandwiches. They all buy red Alaska, as the 
other grades are too high.” 


Will Prosecute Those Infringing Patents.

which, if observed, would have increased their sales in 
that country, and which he particularizes : s 

“This was the absence of a Siamese and Chinese 
label on American g¢ ods. I find that the food products 
sent here from America are equally innocent of any 
attempt to explain themselves in the language of the 
country. This is a defect which manufacturers would 
do well to remedy. Canned goods for this market 
should bear the name of the maker and the contents in 
Russian, and as the Chinese consume a good share 
of them a label in their language should also be added. 
The necessity for a Russian label on meat products 
is especially strong just now, first, because there is a 
vigorous foreign competition, and our French and Ger- 
man rivals have taken care to put Russian labels on 
their goods, and, second, because there is a certain 
prejudice against American meat products, and a label 
explaining that the package upon which it appears has 
been put up under Government supervision and that 
every case exported bears a Government certificate 
would tend to restore to us that part of the public’s 
confidence we have so unfortunately lost. 

“As it is, the shopkeeper often finds that he can 
make a larger profit on some foreign brand, and so 





offers it to the customer, who, being unable to read 
English, continues to believe the wild stories in regard 
to the impurities of our packing methods which the 
dealer is too apt to enlarge upon, and accepts the brand 
offered him. Aside from this aspect of the case, it is 
a well-known fact that a customer, particularly. a Chi- 
nese, seeing two tins of meat side by-side, will prefer 
that upon which he finds a label in his own tongue. 
There is also a tendency to imitate American packages 
in these lines which might be overcome, at least in 
part, by the use of a Russian label. 

“The attitude of the manufacturer who is not in- 
terested in export trade, although deplorable, can be 
comprehended, but it is difficult to understand why 
those who are trying to sell their goods abroad should 
overlook such an important point as putting them be- 
fore the foreign buyer in the most attractive possible 
way. When I spoke to the representative of one of the 
largest packing houses in America on this subject, he 
replied that his firm ordered their labels by the million 
and that it would take too long to use a million labels 
in any one language. Our tendency to always 
want to do things by the million, to desire immediately 
an enormous business or none, and to be unwilling

Must Change 20,000,000 Cartons. 


A mail advice from Califoruia says that more than 
20,000,000 raisins cartons in the hands of the packers 
will have to be reprinted or changed, in order to meet 
the requirements of the label feature of the national! 
pure food law. The advice says: 

“To meet the new condition, with special reference 
to the use of fictitious names on cartons, the packers 
of raisins here adopted the plan of having the obnox- 
ious parts of such cartons as did not need additional 
printing done on them, stamped out with a. rubber 
stamp and dark ink. For this purpose a corps of 
women was hired in the house where the offending 
cartons were, and day after day they blotted out the 
objectionable part. For the service, the packers were 
paying heavily in wages. At the Pacific coast plant, 
women were put to work on the cartons three months 
ago, while millions are piling up, which have yet to 
be stamped.” 


The October Century Magazine. 

“The Outlook for Tariff Reform” is discussed by 
Congressman Samuel W. McCall, who urges the nec- 
essity of tariff revision, gives his reasons therefor, and 
says that immediately after the next presidential elec- 
tion is the earliest practicable time for such revision. 
Mr. McCall does not go minutely into the question of 
schedules, believing “there would be a difference of 
opinion even among Republicans as to the extent and 
character of the revision ;” but he declares strongly for 
free crude lumber and also for the abolition of the tax 
upon the works of art—saying “the government should 
rather put a premium upon their importation.” 

The director of the Cornell University College of 
Agriculture, Prof. L. H. Bailey, has another of his sug- 
gestive and valuable papers dealing with American 
youth and American farms, discussing this time “The 
Common Schools and the Farm Youth,” a plea that 
the school accept all wholesome conditions in which 
it is placed, and that it begin with the sphere in which 
the child lives. 


Marmalade is Not Jelly. 
Judge Byron S. Waite of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers of New York has overruled a protest against 
the assessment of duty on orange marmalade at one 


per cent per pound and 35 per cent ad valorem under 
the provision of paragraph 263 of the tariff act for 
“comfits, sweetmeats and fruits preserved in Sugar.” 
The claim of the importers was that the merchandise 
was dutiable as a jelly under the same paragraph 
thereby aiming to save one cent a pound, as jellies are 
dutiable at 35 per cent ad valorem. 

The marmalade in question was made from the 
bitter orange, and included the juice, ground skin ang 
pulp of the orange, with sugar added to give it the cop. 
sistency of the well known commodity of marmalade 
In the opinion of Judge Waite, the true jelly intended 
to be covered by the tariff provision consists merely 
of the juice of fruit cooked with sugar to bring it to 
the proper taste and consistency, and to this descrip- 
tion the marmalade in question does not correspond, 
A similar claim in regard to berry jams is also over. 
ruled on the same grounds.
